• IN-DEPTH INQUIRY INTO NHS SERVICES 

Council leaders to 
defend hospitals 


COUNCIL leaders have vowed to defend 
hospitals in Hammersmith and Fulham from 
NHS cost-cutting, as an independent com¬ 
mission prepares to scrutinise healthcare 
provision across West London. 

The first of four public hearings will be held in Ham¬ 
mersmith this weekend, as part of an in-depth inquiry 
into the future of local hospital and NHS services. 

Chaired by one of the UK’s top barristers, Michael 
Mansfield QC, the Independent Healthcare Commis¬ 
sion will examine the impact of recent A&E closures 
and proposals for further changes to healthcare provi¬ 
sion affecting the borough. 

Plans to demolish Charing Cross Hospital and scale 
down its A&E department will be reviewed by the 
commission, which was set up by Hammersmith and 
Fulham Council, with the support of local authorities 
in Ealing, Brent and Hounslow. 

Hammersmith Town Hall will host the first of four 
public hearings on Saturday (March 14 th ), where a se¬ 
ries of speakers will present evidence on how the qual¬ 
ity of care in the borough has been affected by recent 
changes to healthcare services. 

Councillor Stephen Cowan, Leader of Hammersmith 
and Fulham Council, who helped to set up the com-

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mission in December, said the review would shine a 
light on the threats to existing services. 

“We are determined to defend local hospitals and our 
local NHS”, he said. 

“I urge residents to attend the hearings to hear for 
themselves the impact of the current cutbacks and 
what the likely impact of future changes may be.” 

He added: “I am extremely grateful to have Michael 
Mansfield QC chair this commission. He has an out¬ 
standing record and this independent review is essen¬ 
tial.” 

Wide range of evidence 

The commission was set up by the four councils fol¬ 
lowing widespread concern about the impact of dete¬ 
riorating hospital services, with particular anger at the 
closure of A&E services at Hammersmith and Central 
Middlesex Hospitals in September. There is also fear 
that further threats to existing services, particularly at 
Charing Cross, are still hanging over the borough. 

Speaking ahead of the meeting, Mr Mansfield QC, 
who has taken part in a number of high-profile legal 
cases and is currently representing families affected 


by the Hillsborough disaster, said the commission 
would build up a detailed picture by collecting a wide 
range of evidence, before conducting a “forensic ex¬ 
amination of the facts and figures.” 

Last month, the borough council criticised the Impe¬ 
rial College NHS Trust, which runs both Charing 
Cross and Hammersmith Hospitals, following consis¬ 
tent failures to meet national A&E waiting time tar¬ 
gets. 

And Cllr Cowan said it would be “completely irre¬ 
sponsible” for any further reductions in capacity at the 
borough’s hospitals while the number of patients wait¬ 
ing more than four hours to be admitted or discharged 
is on the rise. 

The public hearing will be held at Hammersmith 
Town Hall on Saturday (March 14th) between 9.30am 
and 5.30pm, before three further hearings in the other 
West London boroughs. The hearing will follow a 
rally, also taking place at Hammersmith Town Hall, on 
Tuesday evening (March 10th) from 7.30pm, hosted 
by the Save Our Hospitals campaign. 

Hammersmith MP Andy Slaughter, a founder of the 
campaign, said: “All round the country hospital serv¬ 
ices are under threat. But the closures planned here, 
including the demolition of Charing Cross, are by far 
the biggest.” 
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Huge increase in number of street trees in the capital 


We’re planting 20,000 trees in London 


T HE Mayor’s Street Tree scheme 
marks the planting of a record 
number of 20,000 trees along 
London’s roads. Aimed at brightening 
up congested high roads and enhanc¬ 
ing the environment, this is a huge 
milestone in the scheme which has re¬ 
sulted in a variety of trees such as 
birches and oaks being planted across 
London boroughs. 

Street trees are planted on pavements and 
along highways to clean the air, keep the 
city cooler in the summer and increase 
green space. Boroughs have all seen a huge 
increase in the number of trees appearing 
along their streets in the past year, with 300 
in Lambeth, 400 in Islington and over 1,000 
in Ealing. 

Matthew Pencharz, the Mayor’s Senior Ad¬ 
visor on Environment & Energy planted the 
20,000th new tree today in Streatham - a 
Prunus Royal Burgundy, chosen to add a 
splash of colour to the residential road. This 
is one of 600 trees delivered in the area over 
the past two years by the scheme. He was 


joined by the 
Streatham Bridge 
Business Association, 
a collective of commu¬ 
nity groups who have 
received a total of 
£135,000 from the 
Mayor’s fund to help 
brighten up 

Streatham - includ¬ 
ing 48 along 
Streatham High Road, 
where new trees are 
transforming the 
area. 

Matthew Pencharz 
said: “This is a fantas¬ 
tic scheme that has 
improved the aes¬ 
thetic of busy streets 
across the capital. ^ 

The 20,000th tree sym¬ 
bolises the amazing work carried out by local 
businesses, boroughs and individuals passion¬ 
ate about improving their area. By planting 
thousands of trees, we are making the air 
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cleaner and ensuring a better quality of life 
for Londoners.” 

Anthony Ellis, a spokesman for the 
Streatham Bridge Business Association 
said: "Working cooperatively with Lambeth 
Council and Transport for London, the 
Street Tree Initiative has contributed to the 
renewal of three large public places in 
Streatham, and planted trees on more than 
sixty residential streets. Streathamites will 
benefit from this new streetscape for 
decades to come." 

The Mayor’s Street Tree Initiative, in part¬ 
nership with the Forestry Commission and 
Groundwork London, is part of the Mayor’s 
commitment to maintain London’s status as 
one of the greenest and leafiest cities and en¬ 
courage London individuals, businesses and 
community groups to plant more trees. 

Craig Harrison, London Manager for the 
Forestry Commission, said “The Mayor’s 
Street Trees will improve London’s land¬ 
scape now and for generations to come - not 
only making streets more attractive but pro¬ 
viding other benefits such as shade and air 
quality improvement.” 

This is part of the Mayor’s wider plans to 


make London a greener city including deliv¬ 
ering 100 Pocket Parks and funding tree and 
woodland projects via the Community Grant 
Scheme which is engaging communities and 
volunteers across London. The Mayor leads 
the RE:LEAF partnership of organisations 
involved in London’s trees and woodlands, 
and through this partnership has delivered 
a range of projects including planting 10,000 
trees in Ealing last December. 

• The Mayor’s Street Tree Initiative, deliv¬ 
ered in partnership with the Forestry Com¬ 
mission, was open to all London boroughs 
and private landowners who own or man¬ 
age public realm (including businesses, reg¬ 
istered social landlords, etc). It was also 
open to civil society organisations and com¬ 
munity groups working with or on behalf of 
boroughs and private landowners. The 
Mayor has spent £5.7m on the Street Tree 
Initiative since 2008 with over £3m having 
been match funded by the recipients of the 
grant.

prove safety standards. 

They will be looking for sure signs of bad practice, 
ranging from unsafe structural alterations to unpro¬ 
tected sites, which could increase the risk of collapse. 

The HSE says it will not hesitate to take action 
against contractors who are found to be bending the 
rules. 

Mr Hickman added: “Contractors are failing to ap¬ 
point a competent temporary works engineer to de¬ 
sign suitable propping to support excavations and 


existing structures. 

“Likewise, on many projects, basic safeguards are 
missing, such as edge protection to prevent falls from 
height. And all too often little thought is given to pro¬ 
viding proper welfare facilities for site workers. 

“Where we find poor practice that is putting lives 
at risk, we will take action, including stopping work 
and prosecuting those responsible.” 


Safe haven for vulnerable teens 


A SPECIAL sanctuary for London’s vulner¬ 
able children and young people in care who 
are at risk of devastating sexual exploitation 
has secured government backing totalling 
£l.lm funding, it has been annouced. 

St Christopher’s Fellowship, a charity founded in 
1870 that supports vulnerable young people across 
England and the Isle of Man, will use the money to 
provide a safe bolt-hole and wrap-around support and 
care for girls at risk of sexual exploitation, gang be¬ 
haviour or substance misuse who might otherwise be 
placed in Secure Children’s Homes - avoiding the 
locked doors and high security of a home. 

The girls will also receive mentoring from skilled 
professionals who will help them understand the very 
real risks and impact of the pernicious abuse they’ve 
faced and support them in taking the right next steps 
in their lives to keep them safe and get them back on 
track. 

Children and Families Minister Edward Timpson 
said: “Having worked for ten years as a Family Bar-

rister, I know only too well that personalised, dedi¬ 
cated support can play a hugely important role in help¬ 
ing children and young people suffering from abuse, 
gang involvement or substance misuse turn their back 
on destructive behaviour and get their lives back on 
track. 

“This new service will make sure that troubled teens 
in London get the help they need, when they need it 
most, and I’m looking forward to work with St 
Christopher’s Foundation on this innovative venture.” 

Jonathan Farrow, chief executive of St Christopher’s 
Fellowship, said: “Child sexual exploitation devas¬ 
tates young lives. It is important that every possible 
option to protect those at risk is explored. 

We are delighted that the Department for Education 
has agreed to support our pilot project which will ex¬ 
plore how we can help vulnerable girls in children’s 
homes learn to keep themselves safe. 


“We will also look at ways to enhance the care and 
supervision they receive at times when they may be 
at particular risk.” 

The scheme is one of the latest projects that have 
successfully bid for money through the government’s 
Innovation Programme. 

The Innovation Programme - backed by funding 
worth £100 million - aims to kick start the most 
promising proposals for new ways of providing chil¬ 
dren’s social care, such as supporting young people 
leaving care and taking their first steps into adulthood 
or looking at new bespoke services such as FGM pre¬ 
vention.

Work on ‘green 
oasis’ set to start 


CONSTRUCTION work on an innovative 
project to create an environmentally 
friendly public space in the heart of White 
City will get underway this month, after 
months of planning and preparation. 

Hammersmith and Fulham Council is pressing 
ahead with the scheme, having received positive feed¬ 
back from residents over the last year. 

The project involves pedestrianising Australia Road 
to create a green open space, complete with sustain¬ 
able drainage systems. 

Councillors have now agreed to invest in the cycling 
and pedestrian corridor, which has been designed as 
a safe playing environment for children as well as an 
eco-friendly community amenity. 

“This is a brilliant project that will literally create a 
green oasis for playing and learning in the heart of 
White City”, said Councillor Wesley Harcourt, the 
council’s cabinet member for environment, transport 
and residents’ services. 

“It supports our plans for regeneration of the area 
and gives us a chance to introduce a sustainable 
drainage systems (SuDS) scheme in the borough, 
which will reduce flood risks by minimising the 
amount of rainwater going into the combined sewer

system.” 

The clever system has been specially designed to 
collect rainfall during heavy storms, rather than allow¬ 
ing it to flow into the sewer network. 

Rainwater will instead be guided into planted basins 
via channels leading from the roofs of buildings, re¬ 
ducing the risk of flooding in the area. 

Piazza style 

Permeable paving will be laid outside the Randolph 
Beresford Early Years Centre, alongside a range of 
plants and trees, to create a “green oasis.” 

New lighting and CCTV are also included in the 
plans, as well as a ‘balance wall’, serving as a chil¬ 
dren’s play feature while creating a piazza-style space 
for outdoor events. 

The Early Years Centre and the White City Resi¬ 
dents’ Association have both submitted letters of sup¬ 
port for the proposals, following extensive 
consultation last year. 

Work is set to get underway at the site this month, 
after funding was secured from a number of sources 
including Transport for London and the Department 
for Environment, Food and Rural Affairs. 


Met tribute to officer 
who died attempting 
to detain terrorist 


MET Commissioner Sir Bernard Hogan-Howe 
has led the tributes to a “heroic” former officer, 
who died attempting to detain a terrorist suspect 
in Hammersmith 40 years ago last week. 

Senior police figures attended a special memorial 
service in Barons Court, to remember the “ultimate 
act of bravery” made by Police Constable Stephen 
Tibbie on February 26th 1975. 

Sir Bernard was joined at the service by police offi¬ 
cers, as well as PC Tibbie’s friends and family, to 
mark the occasion with a unique tribute. 

Senior Chaplin Jonathon Osborn led the service, 
near the plaque on Charleville Road where the 21- 
year-old was fatally shot. 

In a remarkable act of bravery, PC Tibbie had at¬ 
tempted to stop a terrorist suspect fleeing from the 
scene of a police operation. 

Liam Quinn, an IRA volunteer, was escaping from 
officers on foot when PC Tibbie, who was off duty at 
the time, gave chase on his motorbike. 

Having been cornered at the junction of Charleville 
Road and Gledstanes Road, Quinn drew a gun and 
shot PC Tibbie three times in the chest at point-blank 
range. 

The 21-year-old, who had been a serving officer for 
just six months, died in hospital three hours later. 

Sir Bernard said the incident remained a poignant 
reminder of the sacrifices Met officers make every 
day to protect Londoners. 

“The anniversary of PC Tibbie’s murder will always 
remain a very sad day for the Metropolitan Police and 
a tragic event in policing history”, he said. 

“Even though he was off duty, he saw an incident 
where the lives of Londoners were at risk, and in try¬ 
ing to protect them, he made the ultimate sacrifice. 

“He tried to stop a criminal running away from the 
police. Only 21 years old, he was shot dead in cold 
blood. 

“Today Met officers take the same risks on behalf 
of the community. Today we remember Stephen’s 
courage and sacrifice. 

“For families and loved ones, he is remembered 
every day. Through this service of remembrance, we 
will ensure that his memory lives on within the Met¬ 
ropolitan Police.” 

Officers later discovered a bomb factory at the flat 
in Fairholme Road Quinn had been seen entering. 

They also uncovered weapons, ammunition, wigs 
and a letter, which led to the arrest of a number of 
other IRA members. 


Quinn was able to evade capture and escaped to 
Dublin, but was arrested by the FBI six years later as 
he tried to enter California. 

It was not until 1988 that he was extradited to Eng¬ 
land, where he was tried, found guilty of murder and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The memorial plaque on Charleville Road, erected 
in 1992, remains a reminder of the crucial role played 
by PC Tibbie in enabling the Met to foil a potential 
terror threat. He was posthumously awarded the 
Queen’s Police Medal for his service. 

Chief Superintendent Gideon Springer, Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham Borough Commander, said: “It was 
a real honour to meet the family of PC Tibbie, a heroic 
officer who demonstrated the ultimate act of bravery 
and dedication all those years ago. 

“Having read what happened on that sad day, it is 
quite remarkable that officers who saw a colleague 
being shot continued to chase the suspect without fear 
for their own lives, fully knowing that Quinn was now 
armed. 

“This is something that has not changed to this day 
and police officers continue to put their lives at risk on 
a daily basis to protect Londoners and people across 
the country.”

Basements: Safety 
squads get tough 


GOVERNMENT safety squads 
are to swoop on iceberg homes in 
Kensington and Chelsea this week 
following the shock revelation 
that 44 men have been killed or 
seriously injured whilst building 
billionaires’ basements. 

Teams from the Health and 
Safety Executive have targeted the 
borough for a 48-hour scrutiny of 
safety standards which the na¬ 
tional regulator says “are often 
poor”. 

The swoop will be welcomed by 
hundreds of residents who are 
concerned about the safety of 
building work on some 400 base¬ 
ments at luxury homes in the bor¬ 
ough. 

Many residents are already up in 
arms in protest against the vibra¬ 
tion, noise, dust and parking sus¬ 
pensions caused by the 
underground enlarging of rich 
men’s homes. 

Now they will be alarmed to dis¬ 
cover that many deaths have hap¬ 
pened because of basement works 
caving in. 

“Construction inspectors will be 
focusing on sites in Kensington 
and Chelsea and Hammersmith 
and Fulham in a bid to improve 
safety in the increasingly-popular 
basement sector,” said the HSE. 

“This action follows a number 
of fatal accidents, as well as seri¬ 
ous injuries, in the capital in re¬ 
cent years relating to basement 
projects. 

The HSE said: “Over the past 10 
years we have received reports of 
17 construction workers having 
died as a result of an excavation 
collapsing, whilst in the same pe¬ 
riod 27 were seriously injured”. 

Restriction on'dig-downs' 

The borough has become a 
boomtown for big basements over 
the past 15 years. In 2001, the 
number of planning applications 
to the borough council for base¬ 
ment developments was 46. In 


2013 the number of applications 
had rocketed to 450. 

Safety fears have already caused 
Kensington and Chelsea borough 
council to act by slapping a re¬ 
striction on new “dig-downs” to 
just one storey beneath ground 
level. 

Three years ago Goldman Sachs 
boss Christoph Stanger had to 
apologise and offer compensation 
to neighbours after a basement ex¬ 
cavation at his £7 million home in 
Palace Gardens Terrace caused 
cracks to appear in adjoining 
properties. 

The HSE squad will spend two 
days touring the royal borough 
this week and they have warned 
that they will not hesitate to take 
action including prosecution if 
they find work is unsafe. 

Last December building boss 
Conrad Sidebottom, a company 
director with Siday Construction, 
was jailed for three years for 
manslaughter after labourer 
Anghel Milosavlevici was 
crushed to death at a basement ex¬ 
cavation in Fulham. Sidebottom 
and safety consultant Richard 
Golding, who has jailed for nine 
months, were convicted of failing 
to take reasonable care for 
Milosavlevici’s health and safety. 

“The construction of basements 


in London is increasingly wide¬ 
spread,” said inspector James 
Hickman, who will be leading the 
HSE team on the probe of safety 
standards in Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

“Often it is carried out under ex¬ 
isting homes as owners seek to in¬ 
crease their living space without a 
house move. 

“The work is technically-chal¬ 
lenging and can carry substantial 
risk. Standards are often poor and 
often vulnerable sections of the 
labour market are recruited”. 

He added: “Contractors are fail¬ 
ing to appoint a competent tempo¬ 
rary works engineer to design 
suitable propping to support exca¬ 
vations and existing structures. 

“Likewise, on many projects, 
basic safeguards are missing, such 
as edge protection to prevent falls 
from height.” 

In 2013-14 in the UK, 19 
builders died after falling from 
height. 

“All too often little thought is 
given to providing proper welfare 
facilities for site workers,” said 
Mr Hickman. 

“Where we find poor practice 
that is putting lives at risk we will 
take action, including stopping 
work and prosecuting those re¬ 
sponsible.”

and Maxilla under the Westway, I am not just 
talking about the leafy parts of the borough. I re¬ 
gard myself as the ultimate local candidate. 

“In political terms, I love getting my hands 
dirty - so much so that I have even been lowered 
through a manhole into the new Thames Sideway 
sewer. 

“I am fiercely opposed to Labour’s mansion 
tax, which would hit Kensington very hard and 
penalise many cash-poor, asset-rich people who 
bought homes 20 to 30 years ago and now face an 
extra annual tax of £10,000 a year or more. I 
would do all I can to stop it.” 

Support for Lady Borwick is growing in tan¬ 
dem with a surge of complaints that Central Of¬ 
fice and the Prime Minister’s Office is taking a 
big hand in proposing favoured, but non-local, 
candidates for the safe Tory seat. 

Among Downing Street favourites for the job 
are Laura Trott, the Prime Minister’s adviser on 
women’s issues, Clare Foges, the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s speechwriter, and Phillippa Stroud, policy 
adviser to Iain Duncan Smith. Celebrity candi¬ 
dates have also been suggested, including former 
Olympics rower James Cracknell, footballers Sol 
Campbell and Frank Lampard and ex-Newsnight 
pin-up Jeremy Paxman. 

But Downing Street’s interference has annoyed 
Kensington Tories who say they should be al¬ 
lowed to pick their own candidate themselves 
without any nudging from the Prime Minister’s 
team. 

The call for Downing Street to stay out of the 
selection process has been backed from former 


Conservative Party Chairman Lord Tebbitt, who 
said such interference would never have hap¬ 
pened in his day. 

And Sir Richard Storey, a former newspaper 
magnate who lives in the Royal Borough, in a let¬ 
ter to this newspaper (see page??), asks de¬ 
scribes tge action of Tory Party chairman Greg 
Shapps action as “a Putin-style grab”. 

Local blog sites are awash with complaints 
from Kensington Conservatives who resent 
“being bunny mothered” by Tory Central Office. 

The most-read political blog in the royal bor¬ 
ough, From The Hornet’s Nest, which has 2,000 
views every day, is peppered with comments 
from locals who are outraged by the interference. 

One posted: “It is an abomination that 
Cameron and Cetral Office can dictate to Kens¬ 
ington who we must have as our MP. What a 
cheek.” 

Another wrote: “The Association should take a 
stand and tell Central Office to sod off. The idea 
of having speech writers from Cameron’s team 
and a celebrity footballer and Olympic rower of¬ 
fered to us is worse than an insult.” 

“What on earth does the Eton set in Conserva¬ 
tive HQ think they are up to? Has no one told 
them that feudalism ended 500 years ago? Kens¬ 
ington is not the gift of a load of chumps who do 
not know the price of milk”, posted another. 

Another Kensington resident led the local tide 
by posting “The only serious contender who can 
do this job for local residents is Victoria Borwick. 
Cameron and his team should stop trying to con¬ 
trol everything they know nothing about.” 
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ABINGDON 


ABINGDON ward councillors have focused atten¬ 
tion on supporting small improvements to the local 
area that would achieve high impact. They con¬ 
tributed towards a review of Abingdon's Conserva¬ 
tion Area Policy via the Edwardes Square and 
Scarsdale Abingdon Association by funding an ar¬ 
chitectural historian to assist in the review. Council¬ 
lors also funded a volunteer-maintained weather 
station in Pembroke Square and match funded the 
enhancement of gardens surrounding Chatsworth 
Court Garden by the Earl's Court Road. Councillors 
also committed to supporting young people via co¬ 
ordinating the promotion activities for young peo¬ 
ple with the sponsorship of a dance class for young 
adults with disabilities. 


BROMPTON & HANS TOWN 


AS THIS year we all reflect and commemorate the 
sacrifice of past generations, £500 was allocated by 
Hans Town for the Chelsea Society's "Chelsea in the 
Great War" exhibition, remembering the contribu¬ 
tion of both those who lined up to enlist at Duke of 
York Square HQ and those who stayed at home. Two 
young apprentices were also employed in a £2,000 
memorial restoration of Holy Trinity Church on Cot¬ 
tage Place. Kensington and Chelsea has for hundreds 
of years provided a welcoming home for a vast array 
of notable people from around the World. Last Year, 
Hans Town gave £500 to the Nubian Jak Community 
Trust to put up a Blue Plaque for one of the most no¬ 
table of these residents, Frederick Douglass, the 
African American anti-slavery and civil rights cam¬ 
paigner who stayed in what is now Brompton and 
Hans Town in 1846. 


CAMPDEN 


The Campden Ward Society was officially launched 
in the presence of the Mayor at the time, Cllr Christo¬ 
pher Buckmaster and Cllr Robert Freeman. Since the 
first meeting in January 2013 they have engaged 
with 40% of the residents of the ward aged over 65, 
an increase of 10% since 2013. 

To increase interest in the project amongst the older 
residents of Campden Ward more interesting speak¬ 
ers, including Honor Blackman, Lord Malcolm Forbes 
and local historian Melanie Backe-Hansen were 
brought in. Residents are also working with the St 
Mary Abbotts Church in reaching out to house¬ 
bound isolated people. 

An e-newsletter has been launched and sent outto 
councillors, local businesses and members with 
email addresses. 


CHELSEA RIVERSIDE 


THE councillors of Chelsea Riverside have funded a 
number of projects that celebrate the heritage of 
the area and remember local history. Councillors 
granted funds towards a plaque in Westfield Park to 
remember the sacrifices of local residents during 
World War II, unveiled in February 2014,70 years to 
the day when the last bomb fell on the site. They 
have also supported the Chelsea Society's'Chelsea 
In The Great War' exhibition that commemorated 
the significant role the people of Chelsea played in 
World War I. 

More recently, the ouncillors have funded the 
Chelsea Festival held on the World's End Piazza for 
local residents to celebrate the local area.

cal, emotional and economic wellbeing. Further to 
this, the programme is to be sustainable by training 
up local residents to coach others in the future. 
"This life coaching course has truly been an enlight¬ 
ening experience for me and it has most definitely 
shown me the way to a meaningful alternative ca¬ 
reer. I am truly grateful to the Dalgarno Trust / City 
Living, Local Life, for offering such an innovative pi¬ 
oneering project for the local community," said a res¬ 
ident. 

With City Living, Local Life support, St. Francis Com¬ 
munity Church turned their unused, overgrown gar¬ 
den area into a peaceful oasis for residents to relax, 
contemplate and enjoy. 

Bringing together two local organisations, the Dal¬ 
garno councillors funded the refurbishment of ta¬ 
bles at the popular Treverton Tower Social Club on 
the Balfour of Burleigh estate. In use for councillor 
surgeries, children's parties and regular bingo ses¬ 
sions, the tables in the club had become very worn, 
making them unsuitable for use. 

Rather than simply replacing the tables, however, 
they were given a new lease of life by the Goldfinger 
Factory, a local charitable enterprise that specialises 
in renovating unwanted furniture. 


EARLS COURT 


THE Earls Court councillors have focused on activi¬ 
ties for young ward residents by supporting the Earls 
Court Drama Workshop and Earls Court Community 
Trust. 

As part of one of the funded projects, Year 5s at St. 
Cuthbert with St Matthias Primary School were 
treated to a workshop based on the Opera Holland 
Park production of'Alice in Wonderland'. With enor¬ 
mous enthusiasm and minimal props, the team from 
Opera Holland Park enchanted children from Mr 
Abrahams' class; by a third of the way through the 
workshop the children had learned a song, with as¬ 
sociated movements, and were singing in 4-part har¬ 
mony. 

The Earls Court councillors also teamed up with Red- 
cliffe ward councillors to joint-fund "Childhood 
Memories from War/Childhood Revisited", staged at 
St. Cuthbert with St Matthias Primary School and 
Finborough Theatre.

councillors. Ward councillors work with all 
those interested, to develop a range of proj¬ 
ects - from trying out new schemes to build¬ 
ing on projects that have already worked 
well. 

Each ward that takes part in the initiative 
has a small budget that they can use to help 
make projects a reality. For wards with three 
councillors, this is up to £20,000 per year. 

For those with two councillors, it is up to 
£14,000. Each area of Kensington and 
Chelsea is unique, and so are the ap¬ 
proaches taken by different wards and the 
projects supported. 

Here we take a look at how the various 
wards have benefited since 
was introduced. 

This has included funding a wide range of commu¬ 
nity-focused festivals and activities including the 
Golborne Festival, Farmival 2014, Notting Hill Nurs¬ 
eries Carnival and supporting a locally-focused doc- 
umentary'lt's InTheGame'produced by the London 
Film Foundation that looks at the Olympic legacy in 
the area. 

Hosted by the Golborne Forum, an estimated 3,000 
people attended the family-friendly festival to enjoy 
live music, dance and food from around the world 
to celebrate Golborne's vibrant mix of cultures. As 
well as bringing the Golborne community together 
the festival promotes the area to visitors to experi¬ 
ence first-hand what's great about the area. 
Bringing together local green-fingered residents, 
community gardeners, artists and food enterprises, 
Farmival 2014 provided a day celebrating organic 
food growing in the area. 

Organised by Golborne-based organisation, Farm 
The City London, the festival featured young musi¬ 
cians from across London with a range of fun activ¬ 
ities for children and adults alike, including Veggie 
Creature making and yoga. 


NORLAND 


CHECK out The Notting Hill Post, a local community 
website with lots of interesting up to date news and 
information about the area. Notting Hill Post started 
as Pavlova Diaries over six years ago. It is a Notting 
Hill based on-line webzine with news and views on 
what is on in and around the area. Its main aim is to 
be an upbeat local resource that keeps the commu¬ 
nity connected. 

Avondale Fun Day took place in June 2014. It was a 
festival and community celebration of Avondale 
Park, organised by Clarendon Cross Residents'As¬ 
sociation, in conjunction with Norland and Notting 
Dale wards. It was day full of outdoor activities for 
children and adults who also had the chance to 
meet get to know each other. Councillors in Norland 
contributed £3,000 and £300 was allocated to work 
with The Academy Bar to provide opportunities for 
older people to meet for lunch. 

£3,000 was allocated to work with Aspire2lnspire to 
deliver a six week employment programme working 
with young people, particularly on the Henry Dick¬ 
ens Estate. 


NOTTING DALE 


SILCHESTE Residents' Association were awarded 
£3,000 by councillors as part of improvements to the 
internal layout and conditions of their community 
meeting and social rooms at the base of Frinstead 
House. The refurbished residents'facilities will be a 
local resource for both the Association and for resi¬ 
dents to hire and use for family events, becoming a 
focal point for social activities organised by the RA. 
Thanks to funding from Notting Dale councillors, 


pupils from Thomas Jones primary school were able 
to participate in the Food Explorers' programme in 
association with the Kensington and Chelsea Foun¬ 
dation. 

The Food Explorers is a hands-on food and nutrition 
education programme for primary students. The 
goals of the week were to: 

• Raise awareness about food, how it is made and 
where it comes from; 

• Encourage students to get excited about plant¬ 
ing, eating and cooking; 

• Increase the number of students who eat a 
healthy breakfast; 

•Inspire children to be proud of and share their own 
family's cultural food heritage; and 

• Strengthen school links with the local community 
and parents 

As well as beginning to plant in their new edible 
teaching garden the pupils took to the road to visit 
Phoenix Farm, Jamie Oliver's Recipease and Whole 
Foods on Kensington High Street. 


REDCLIFFE 


HAVING funded a £1000 youth drama project in ex¬ 
ploring childrens' experience of World War One, 
new projects are being sought to bring the Redcliffe 
community together. 

As the 100th anniversary of The Great War is taking 
place, and nobody who fought in that war is still 
alive, councillors allocated the Earl's Court Commu¬ 
nity Trust £1,000 to educate local youths through 
drama about the lives past generations lived. 
Councillors funded a leaflet that details provision of 
uniformed organisations for young people and an 
installation performance in Brompton Cemetery. 


ROYAL HOSPITAL 


FROM street parties and memorials for the Great 
War to a drop in centre for the homeless, £13,631.74 
was allocated for projects last year. 

Councillors have recently proposed a survey of the 
ward that will help discover the priorities of residents 
and set the agenda for Royal Hospital's City Living, 
Local Life for the years to come. 

West London Churches Homeless Concern, a local 
charity offering help to the homeless, received 
£5,000 for a one off capital expenditure: adding a 
washing machine to its existing services of food, 
shelter, and dignity-restoring support.To reflect and 
commemorate the sacrifice of generations passed, 
£2,000 was allocated for the Chelsea Society's 
"Chelsea in the Great War" exhibition. 


ST HELENS 


IN partnership with Notting Dale, St. Helen's coun¬ 
cillors have already contributed towards the success¬ 
ful 'Food Explorers' initiative, which took place at 
Oxford Gardens School, in association with the Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea Foundation 
The Food Explorers week at Oxford Gardens included 
trips to Phoenix Farm, Jamie Oliver's Recipease and 
Whole Foods Market for hands on cooking demos 
and lessons. 


STANLEY 


COUNCILLORS wanted to involve residents in iden¬ 
tifying priorities issues. So a co-produced survey was 
sent to all households in the ward. As a result, Stan¬ 
ley Ward councillors supported the production of a 
leaflet for young peoples' uniformed organisations 
and funded two garden projects in Chelsea and 
Westminster Hospital. £5,000 was given to the 
Chelsea and Westminster Health Trust to transform 
part of the Hospital's garden into a community 
kitchen garden. Another £3,000 was granted to cre¬ 
ate an edible garden on the hospital's third floor.

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‘Garden in the 
sky’ residents 
in housing row 


KENSINGTON & Chelsea Borough Coun¬ 
cil is heading for a showdown with livid 
residents fighting proposals to demolish and 
redevelop Chesterton Square and Broad- 
wood Terrace because the council needs 
more homes and the money. 

Residents of the square and terrace above the coun¬ 
cil’s offices and depot in Pembroke Road are furious 
that the council wants to tear down the 1960s social 
housing in a property development aimed at making 
up shortfalls in homes and in the town hall coffers. 

The residents claim that the development will de¬ 
stroy the community and that it is being driven by a 
plan to build up to 176 “luxury flats” which could be 
lucratively sold for big money. 

But the council says a redevelopment would replace 
the 116 present homes with 300 affordable new ones 
and is offering a cash-back bonus to residents whom 
they promise would be re-homed onsite. 

The council says it is “under fierce pressure to pro¬ 
vide more housing and to find new income”. It is cash 
short because of continued cuts in Government fund¬ 
ing and is consequently slashing its spending by £15 
million this year, for the fifth year running. 

It has also warned that due to Gov¬ 
ernment screw-tightening, it is having 
to dip heavily into its reserves - 
which will plunge from last year’s 
balance of £186 million to £105 mil¬ 
lion by 2018. 

Redevelopment of the housing in 
Pembroke Road would bring much- 
needed cash to the council and, it 
says, help sate “the great demand for 
new housing of all types across the 
borough”. 

But residents are mobilising to form 
a protest group and they aim to try 
block the council’s scheme by getting 
listed status for Chesterton Square 
and Broadwood Terrace. 

“Why seek to demolish a community and homes of 
historic and social importance for yet another luxury 
development?” said a spokeswoman for the protestors. 

“A strong community is a vital asset today. Isolation 
and loneliness have gained epidemic proportions in 
the city and you cannot just recreate a strong commu¬ 
nity overnight - particularly one that has taken years 
to develop and which was based on careful, thoughtful 
and imaginative planning. 

“We are very angry about this and the fact that the 
council has just ignored all of our comments and con¬ 
cerns. They don’t listen and they don’t want to listen. 
All they care about is money. 

“This is an enormous site and its demolition would 
create maximum disturbance and increase the traffic 
and pollution in the area.” 

In defence of the development, the council says on 
its website that one of the main reasons for it is “the 
council’s current financial position”. 

In another post it claims: “The Pembroke Road sites 
are very large and important council assets with a lot 
of potential. Right now they are badly underused and 
becoming more so. In addition, Kensington and 
Chelsea is increasingly short of housing. It is these is¬ 
sues rather than any financial target that is driving this 
review”. 

The council, which claims that the buildings are “de¬ 
teriorating”, also argues that rather than cut the stock 
of affordable housing, the development would double 
it - and allow the building of more than 150 private 
homes. 

“No loss of residential use will be acceptable on this 
site, in fact an increase in the number of homes, both 
private and social, is likely to be sought,” says the 
council. 

“Our commitment is to re-provide all the existing 
social rented housing on the new development. 

“Our current proposal is to double the amount of af¬ 
fordable housing from 57 to approximately 116. 

“There could also be up to 176 new private homes 
for sale or rent.”

they have applied to the Government’s watchdog for 
historic buildings for protective status. 

“The housing development has been described as an 
oasis and the gardens in the sky, it has won a number 
of awards over the years,” say the residents. 

“It is much-valued today and it is an example of so¬ 
cial housing, now successfully integrated with private 
ownership, that really works. 

“An application has been made to English Heritage 
for listing of the housing element. Support has been 
expressed for the application by residents and local so¬ 
cieties including the local conservation association, 
Kensington Society, the 20 th Century Society and the 
Earls Court Society”. 

The council says: “We are currently awaiting a deci¬ 
sion [from English Heritage] and expect to hear the 
outcome by the Spring. Once we know the outcome, 
the selection and formal appointment of the design 
team will be progressed, so more detailed design and 
consultation work can then take place.” 

The council says if the scheme is approved, all secure 
tenants will be rehoused, “ide¬ 
ally in a brand new home on the 
redeveloped estate, or elsewhere 
in the borough if they prefer”. 

It adds: “They will be entitled 
to a Home Loss Payment of 
£4,900 plus a Disturbance Pay¬ 
ment to cover the reasonable 
costs of moving home. All resi¬ 
dent leaseholders will have their 
property purchased at the full 
market value. 

“They will also be entitled to 
an additional ten per cent of the 
market value up to a maximum 
of £49,000 and a Disturbance 
Payment to cover the reasonable 
costs of moving. In addition the Cabinet agreed the 
council will develop an offer of an equity share for all 
resident leaseholders to enable them to purchase and 
live in one of the new properties on the site. This 
means the existing mixed community of council ten¬ 
ants and resident leaseholders will be protected and 
able to continue living on that site, if they so choose. 

Tremendous bonus 

“Non-resident leaseholders will have their property 
purchased at the full market value with the owners en¬ 
titled to a basic loss payment of 7.5 per cent of the 
value up to a maximum of £75,000 plus the reasonable 
costs of acquiring a new investment property. Non-res¬ 
ident leaseholders will be entitled to apply to become 
resident leaseholders if they wish to obtain the same 
compensation as resident leaseholders” 

“Pembroke Road costs a great deal to run and we 
simply don’t need to continue using much of the depot 
or offices anymore,” said the Deputy Leader of the 
Council, Councillor Rock Feilding-Mellen. 

“What we do need is new affordable homes and new 
income to help protect our front line services. If at the 
same time we can dramatically improve the streetscape 
and local environment of this corner of the borough 
that would be a tremendous bonus. 

“But we won’t be taking this development forward 
unless we can be sure we are being fair to our existing 
tenants and leaseholders. 

“We have put together a cast-iron compensation 
package which responds to the concerns and worries 
residents have expressed over the last 18 months. We 
will make sure to protect the strong mixed-community 
that currently lives there.” 

The council pledged “there will be extensive consul¬ 
tation with residents and if the development plans go 
ahead, up to 116 new affordable homes could be pro¬ 
vided on the site, double what is currently there. 

“There could also be up to 176 new private homes 
for sale and rent. In addition, there may be office space 
and new retail units at ground floor level. The existing 
nursery will be retained and as part of the design 
process, the viability of a new school building will be 
explored.”

Boris backs innovation in the High Street 


SMALL businesses and community groups 
on London’s high streets are set to receive 
a share of up to £9 million of funding from 
the Mayor of London to help revitalise and 
potentially reinvent the way we use our 
high streets. 

In an innovative move the Mayor has allocated a 
portion of the funding through crowdfunding website 
Spacehive, where community groups are able to post 
their ideas and ask for financial support. 

It is the first time the Mayor of a major European 
city has used a civic crowdfunding website to directly 
pledge money for community projects. 83 groups sub¬ 
mitted ideas and the Mayor will be pledging up to 
£20,000 each to 17 of these projects. 

The grants awarded through the Mayor’s High Street 


• Mayor’s High Street Fund investing 
£125,000 in R.B. Kensington and Chelsea as 
part of up to £9 million investment in 42 high 
streets across London 

• The first time the Mayor has used a civic 
crowd-funding platform to directly pledge fi¬ 
nancial support to local community projects 


Fund today will be invested in 42 high streets across 
London, including 25 larger borough-led projects and 
17 community-led projects. This investment has lev¬ 
ered around £20 million of match funding from local 
authorities and private sector partners. 

As well as crowdfunding projects from community 
groups, the Mayor is funding 25 larger borough-led 
projects with up to £2 million each, including

£125,000 for the borough to work alongside the West¬ 
way Trust, a social enterprise developing space be¬ 
neath the Westway flyover with activities, facilities 
and services to support the local community. The proj¬ 
ect will deliver a temporary building to provide work¬ 
space and attract more visitors throughout the week, 
whilst linking two adjacent high streets. This will act 
as the first step in a larger regeneration initiative and 
act as a way to trail and test the ambitions of a forth¬ 
coming masterplan. The project will: 

Deliver a new temporary gateway building provid¬

Develop a new ‘street’ character for the space under 
the Westway at ground level, improving pedestrian 
conditions and way finding, encouraging footfall be¬

RBK&C’s Market Enterprise Launch Pad 

The Mayor of London Boris Johnson said: “The 
imagination, enterprise and creativity of Londoners 
has shone through in the array of ideas that were put 
forward to the High Street Fund. London’s high 
streets are no longer about retail alone and I am 
thrilled to be supporting projects that seek to diversify 


and unlock opportunities in our most prized urban as¬ 
sets.” 

The High Street Fund is the latest in a series of fund¬ 
ing rounds, which started in 2011 with the Outer Lon¬ 
don Fund, aimed specifically at helping London’s high 
streets to adapt and thrive. These initiatives are part of 
the Mayor’s £129 million investment in high streets 
that has already helped 56 high streets across London 
and attracted £56 million of match funding from pub¬ 
lic and private sector partners. The £9 million fund has 
a target to deliver: 

• 543 jobs (created or safeguarded); 

• support to 920 businesses; 

• 52 apprenticeships; 

• 34,555 m2 of public space improvements; 

• reactivation of 24,446m2 of empty shop space; 

• 141 buildings improvements; 

• 111 new start-up businesses.

H E is the Chelsea Pensioner of the 
Battersea Dogs and Cats Home and 
next week when The Queen comes 
to visit he’ll be hoping to be Ma’am’s best 
friend. 

Poor Harry the nine-year-old Staffie currently 
holds the title of Battersea’s least-wanted dog. 

Of all of the 5,400 dogs 
that the world’s most-fa¬ 
mous animal shelter re¬ 
homes each year, Harry 
is the one that everybody 
passes by - and by the 
time Her Majesty arrives 
next Tuesday (March 
17th) he’ll have been at 
Battersea for more than 
100 days. The average 
stay is only 29. 

This will be only the 
third time that The 
Queen has visited the 
dogs’ home. She last vis¬ 
ited in 1991, when she 
opened new kennels, and 
that’s what she will be 
there to do again, offi¬ 
cially opening 56 new 
kennels to add to the 
258 that Battersea has 
for the capital’s un¬ 


wanted dogs and the 70 
pens it keeps for dis¬ 
carded cats. 

But Britain’s most-fa¬ 
mous animal lover, and 
Battersea’s royal patron, 

is not expected to be SPECIAL 

planning to take another _ 

dog back to her family of 

four corgis and dorgis at the palace as she has re¬ 
cently revealed that she is 
of an age now when one 
does not take on more 
pets. 

That’s a blow to Harry, 
who so dislikes the com¬ 
pany of other dogs that 
Battersea has just placed 
him with a foster family 
as he waits, and waits, to 
be somebody’s someone 
to love. 

“Harry is an affection¬ 
ate old boy who came to 
us as a stray and who is 
unfortunately finding 
kennel life a bit tough,” 
said a Battersea spokes¬ 
woman.

owners to help him learn some basic manners and 
boundaries, but he loves to please his handlers and 
with some consistency and a cuddle we know that 
Harry will settle into home life nicely.” 

Harry has had a long time of rejection possibly 
because so many people believe that Staffies are 
aggressive. As a recent report in this newspaper re¬ 
vealed, Staffordshire bull terriers are being in¬ 
creasingly and illegally bred by backstreet 
breeders force-farming the dogs that are consid¬ 
ered to be status dogs for people who want to look 
threatening. 

But Battersea says the public perception 
of Staffies has got it all wrong. 

“This much-maligned breed de¬ 
serves a better deal,” say staff at 
the rescue home. “Contrary to 
reports in the media, they are 
softer than you might think. 

The Kennel Club itself de¬ 
scribes them as extremely re¬ 
liable, highly intelligent and 
affectionate, especially with 
children. 

“In fact, due to their gentle be¬ 
haviour and affinity with children, 
they are often described as ‘the nanny 
dog’.” 

Heartstrings 

However, The Queen is not look¬ 
ing for a nanny. But it will be hard 
for this great animal-lover to pass 
without some tugging on her heartstrings among 
the new residents who are the latest in the more 
than three million animals that Battersea has 
homed in its 155 years. 


The Queen has had pet dogs for almost all of her 
life. When she was just three her uncle, the then 
Prince Of Wales, gave her her first dog, a Cairn 
terrier. 

But it’s corgis who have been her dearest love, 
ever since she first fell for the breed - which Welsh 
folklore has it were the mounts that fairies would 
ride into battle - when playing as a child in Hyde 
Park with one owned by Viscount Weymouth, later 
the Marquess of Bath. In 1933, after some pester¬ 
ing, her father got the family’s first corgi, called 
Dookie, and when Her Majesty was 18 she was 
given her own, whom she named Susan. 

Susan was the first of some 30 corgis 
which The Queen has owned. She has 
also had labradors, a golden re¬ 
triever, a cocker spaniel and a 
shih-tzu, but it’s corgis that have 
become synonymous with the 
long reign of Queen Elizabeth 
II. 

Susan even went on The 
Queen’s honeymoon with the 
Duke of Edinburgh, who will 
be accompanying Her Majesty 
on the Battersea visit, and like all 
of the royal corgis since, was only 
ever fed the freshest - not canned - 
food. 

At Battersea they get through 32 
tonnes of biscuit each year to feed 
the unwanted dogs. At the palace, 
Willow and Holly the corgis and 
Candy and Vulcan the dorgis dine 
a bit differently. 

“One day they’ll get chuck steak, boiled and 
served with chopped cabbage and rice, the next 
day they’ll have poached chicken or liver,” re-

vealed one former royal chef. 

The royal pets are walked every morning by a 
footman. They bound into The Queen’s room 
when she rises for breakfast and she walks them 
every day after lunch. At bedtime, they each sleep 
in wicker baskets that are raised off the ground to 
avoid draughts. When they die, they are buried in 
a special corgi cemetery at Balmoral. 

Over the years they have become as symbolic of 
The Queen as her crown. In 2002, to mark Her 
Majesty’s Golden Jubilee, a silver crown was 
minted depicting The Queen with a corgi on her 
lap and Monty even got to be a movie star - when 
he appeared to an audience of billions alongside 
The Queen and actor Daniel Craig in the famous 
James Bond skit produced for the London 


Olympics. 

Poor old Harry has never even appeared in a 
selfie, let alone in a movie, but he’s still hoping 
that his winsome portrait in Battersea’s gallery of 
“owners wanted” will attract anyone who has a 
heart - especially before the surge of new, younger 
animals comes to Battersea at any moment. For it’s 
around now that the dogs’ and cats’ home steels it¬ 
self for the usual intake of Christmas presents with 
whom people have become bored. 

But with such a profile-raising and promotional 
visit from The Queen next week, the renewed at¬ 
tention may win him someone yet.

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New image of the Queen to go on coins 


Is there a fortune at the 
bottom of your purse? 



B EFORE you use that 5Op in your 
pocket to buy a packet of crisps in 
the pub tonight, have a good look at 
it first - as you could be parting with £120. 

As a new head of The Queen on coins has 
just been unveiled by the Royal 
Mint, everyone is being urged to 
check their change as there 
could be a windfall in that 
purse. 

The Royal Mint ad¬ 
vises that the public 
keeps a special eye 
out for the 2009 50p 
which it issued to 
commemorate the 
250th anniversary 
of the Royal Botanic 
Gardens at Kew. On 
the tails side it fea¬ 
tures a pagoda encir¬ 
cled by a vine and if you 
have one of the only 
210,000 minted, best pay on 
a card for those crisps because 
the coin is worth at least £120. 

And it’s not such a long shot 
that might find one in your 
change - the Royal Mint says 
that one in every 300 people will find the Kew 
coin in their pocket at some time. 

But there’s even rarer - and more valuable - 
coins to be found in an old handbag yet. 

More rare than the Kew coin are a couple of 
other 50ps. Look out for the 1992 coin minted to 
mark the UK presidency of the EC Council of 
Ministers. Only 109,000 were issued and although 
it is the old size 50p and was demonetised in 
1998, collectors would still like to get their hands 
on one on eBay. 

Also worth putting up on eBay if you find one 
is the 2012 50p which was issued to mark the 
swimming Olympics of the 2012 London Games. 
The original design of the tails side had waves ob¬ 
scuring a swimmer’s face. Although it was re¬ 
designed to make the swimmer image clearer, 
some of the first design are still in circulation and 
worth a bob or two. 

Check your 20p pieces too. In 2009 the Mint 
changed the date on coins around, switching it 
from tails to the head side. But 100,000 20ps were 
minted in error without the date on either side - it 
will be worth at least £100 if you’ve got one. 


■ 1993 PENNY only

Even better, go through all of those 2p coins that 
you’ve kept in a jar and have a good look at any 
minted in 1983. That was the year when, after a 
decade of decimalisation, the Government 
decided to stop printing ‘New Pence’ 
on the coin and put ‘Two Pence’ 
instead. If you find a 1983 2p 
marked ‘New Pence’, put it 
somewhere safe as it is 
worth £700. 

But for a chance to cash 
in rare change for really 
big money you need to 
go back to the old 
money, get up in the 
attic or down the back 
of an ancient sofa for 
pre-decimal coins. What 
you’re looking for is a 
1933 penny. 

Only a handful of pennies 
were minted in 1933; one is in 
the British Museum and another in 
the Royal Mint Museum. A few more 
were buried under the foundation 
stones of a couple of churches and 
the University of London building in 
Bloomsbury. In 1970, thieves dug under the foun¬ 
dation stone of the Church of The Cross in Mid¬ 
dleton, Yorkshire, and lifted the penny put there. 
It has never been found, so it is out there some¬ 
where - with a value of at least £80,000 on it. 

Rarer still, and worth an even bigger windfall, 
is a gold sovereign minted in 1936 to mark the 
coming coronation of King Edward VIII. But in 
1936 the king abdicated and the coins were never 
issued - all except two. One is still somewhere 
unknown. The other sold at auction last year for 
£516,000. 

But for the really big money - and the coin least- 
likely in the entire world to be found in any wallet 
without it being extremely noticeable - we need 
to look for The Queen’s head printed on a dollar 
coin from the Royal Canadian Mint in 2007. Only 
five were made and The Queen has one of them. 

A few things will make it obviously the find that 
it is - on the tails side it bears maple leaves, it is 
made of pure gold and it’s not just ‘a’ dollar coin 
but a one million dollar face value coin. One of 
four ‘in circulation’ sold at auction in 2012 for 
£2.6 million.

“Some visitors to the shop may find one of the 
coins in their change,” teased the Royal Mint. 


The other peculiarity of the coin that will make 
it somewhat distinctive to anyone with big 
enough pockets to carry it, is the weight - offi¬ 
cially recognised by the Guinness Book of 
Records as the world’s largest coin, it weighs 
3,215 troy oz or just over 15 stone. 

Whilst the chances of finding any such thing 
dropped in the back of the car are zero to minus 
infinity, there’s hope yet for 
rare coin hunters who 
head down to HMS

As the Red Nose team head for £ 1 billion 


The unsung heroine of Comic Relief

T HIS year it’s the big one; the biggest, 
reddest one of them all. For this year’s 
Red Nose Day could mark the day 
when Comic Relief achieves an astonishing 
feat - of raising £1 BILLION since it all 
began 30 years ago. 

What a difference a day makes. 

So far, since Comic Relief was launched on 
Christmas Day 1985 with a report from a refugee 
camp in the Sudan screened on Noel Edmonds’s 
Late Late Breakfast Show, big-hearted people have 
raised a total of £960 million. 

If this Friday’s Red Nose Day follows its own 
trend - £100 million raised in 2013, £108 million 
raised in 2011 - then the best idea in the history of 
comedy will pass the billion mark. 

Whilst it is not for scruffs like me to teach David 
Cameron or Ed Miliband how to suck eggs, in the 
light of this highly-probable achievement one 
would have thought it blindingly-obvious to 
whomever is in Downing Street after the election 
that knighthoods should be handed out at The 
Queen’s Birthday Honours in June to the founders 
of Comic Relief and its wacky child Red Nose Day 
- Richard Curtis, Ben Elton and Lenny Henry, the 
three wise men who taught a nation to give a care 
for a laugh. 

But another big gong should go to an unknown 
London charity worker, Jane Tewson - for she was 
the inspirational woman who began it all. 

Few have ever heard of Jane Tewson. Even fewer 
have heard that the idea for Comic Relief came to 
her after she died and had an out-of-body experi¬ 
ence. 

Hers is a story as remarkable as the charity move¬ 
ment that she inspired. 

Live shows 

It started in Soho in 1981. Jane, a severe dyslexic 
who had attended lectures at the University of Ox¬ 
ford whilst working as a cleaner in the city, set up 
the London Charity Projects to help Soho’s home¬ 
less. To raise funds, she persuaded comedians, mu¬ 
sicians and other performers to create live shows 
in aid of the needy. 

In 1985, inspired by the humanitarian triumph of 
Bob Geldof’s Band Aid, Jane went to the Sudan to 
work in a refugee camp and there she contracted 
cerebral malaria - and died. 

She was pronounced clinically dead for some 
moments. As doctors around her anguished over 
the lack of drugs in the camp which could have 
saved her, Jane had the strangest sensation of leav¬ 
ing her body and looking down on the scene. 

But some higher power had something more in 
store for her yet and she saw herself re-enter her 
body. She came round and survived. 

Propelled by the strangeness of the miraculous 
experience, Jane returned to London and met up 
with Richard Curtis with an idea. 

As it happens with good ideas, Curtis had been 
thinking on similar lines since he too had had a 
life-changing experience whilst visiting Ethiopia 
during the famine. 

“I remember seeing a child being weighed in a 
pair of suspended plastic pants,” he said. 

“She was so thin that she fell through the left 
hand hole, landed on the floor in a heap, and every¬ 
one fell about laughing. 

“I thought it extraordinary that they still had the 
capacity and desire to find something funny in 
such tragic circumstances.” 

After talking with Jane and remembering the 
Ethiopian scene, the vision of Comic Relief was 
bom. 

“I thought that laughter would be a good idea for 
raising money and the best way would be to get my 
friends to be as funny as could be,” said Curtis. 

The concept of persuading everyone to wear a 
plastic red nose was initially dismissed as “an atro-

cious idea because it would just remind everyone 
of Italian clowns”, but Curtis and his comedy pals 
persisted and tens of millions of noses have been 
sold since. 

This year, the Tube, trains, buses, offices, 
schools and pavements of the capital will be full 
of people wearing red noses, there are nine new 
noses to buy for Comic Relief’s 30th year. 

And as this is the big year, Comic Relief is 
throwing everything they’ve got at the 
TV marathon fundraiser on Fri¬ 
day when both BBC1 
and BBC2 will be 
turned over to the 
best of British 


fund-raising, which will be screened live for the 
first time from The London Palladium. 

All of the big stars are turning out for the show, 
which traditionally smashes viewing figures - 
they’ve even got James Bond, as Daniel Craig 
will be appearing in a special 007 film made for 
Comic Relief. 

Lenny Henry, Davina McCall, Claudia Winkle- 
man, David Walliams and John Bishop will host 
the Red Nose Day fundathon, which will include 
highlights like Rowan Atkinson reviving Mr 
Bean for the first time in eight years, Dawn 
French returning in a one-off Vicar Of Dibley and 
Walliams, McCall and Bishop teaming up with 
Eddie Izzard to recreate Monty Python’s famous 
Four Yorkshiremen sketch. 

Unique appearance 

There will also be the finale of celebrity Bake 
Off, the climax of The People’s Strictly, Sam 
Smith singing, a Phoenix Nights special from 
Peter Kay, Dermot O’Leary climaxing a 24-hour 
dancing marathon - which the public can witness 
by going along to the piazza at New Broadcasting 
House - and a unique appearance from this year’s 
man of the moment, Professor Stephen Hawking 
performing with Walliams as Lou the carer in the 
return of Little Britain. 

As ever, the public’s part is crucial to Comic 
Relief’s success. This year’s theme is Make Your¬ 
self Funny For Money - painting and decorating 
your face, take a Selfie, text to 70011 to donate 
£1 and get a link back from Comic Relief to 
where you can post your face on a site alongside 
the famous. 

And hopefully at some time during the night a 
doubtless-delighted cast of stars will announce 
that Comic Relief is now the billionaire of giving.

The pair "never try and impose our 
views on each other", adds the 49-year- 
old, who returns for a new instalment of 
the BBC One cookery show this month. 

"The only things he imposes upon me 
are his stupid jokes." 

As always, viewers can look forward to 
"a couple of twists and turns" in series 11, 
which features 40 amateur cooks compet¬ 
ing over 24 episodes. 

The most notable twist is a reinvention 
test, which sees heat-stage hopefuls tak¬ 
ing the main ingredient from their signa¬ 
ture dish and turning it into a brand new 
plate of food. 

If they impress the judges, and get 
through another two-course challenge, 
they'll make it into the quarter finals, and 
finally, at the end of the gruelling seven 
weeks, 2015's champion will be crowned. 

Torode, who grew up in Maitland, in 
Australia's New South Wales, says he still 
gets inspired by the home cooks who 
enter. 

"This year, more than ever, we've seen 
such a diverse group of cooks with really 
different ideas, with food from all around 
the place - from people cooking street 
food to really elegant fine dining, to bril¬ 
liant stuff from Austria and Germany, 
through to Japan, Italy, France, China, 
Malaysia, Russia." 

Torode also has MasterChef to thank 
for his romance with actress and cookery 
writer Lisa Faulkner, who he met when 
she competed in - and won - Celebrity 
MasterChef in 2010. 

"She's such an amazing cook. She's so 
great and so generous, and she's pretty 
good-looking as well. The old man did all 
right!" says Torode. 

The TV judge would never critique his 
former contestants' food, however - in¬ 
cluding Faulkner's. 




"Can you imagine me going to some¬ 
body's house, or to Lisa, and saying, 'Well 
I think this would work, maybe if you did 
this...' That would be the rudest thing in 
the whole world." 

Torode is also working on a new book, 
My Kind Of Food, due out later this year, 
"about the food I cook at home - clams 
and spaghetti, really good salad, curry 
and pies". 

And later this year, he'll celebrate his 
50th birthday. The chef, who has four

children from two previous relationships, 
insists he's not bothered about the land¬ 
mark birthday. 

"Turning 40,1 hated. Turning 50, I'm 
fine about. I am what I am. I don't feel 
old, I feel great," he says. 

"I'm very, very happy, I'm very privi¬ 
leged to do things like MasterChef. I'm 
travelling the world, writing books. I'm 
doing all right."

MARK HIX'S RECIPE 
OF THE WEEK 

Beef Carpaccio 
with pickled Ramsons 
and shaved Berkswell 

N EAR the end of the wild garlic season, I love to pickle 
the stems, bulbs and buds. Last year, I did cider vinegar 
and Japanese rice vinegar versions, which I still have 
now in my store-room fridge. 

Serves 4 

400g good-quality beef fillet, trimmed of any fat and sinew 
Good-quality extra virgin olive oil 
Some shavings of Berkswell cheese or Parmesan 
Flaky sea salt and freshly ground black pepper 
For the pickled ramsons 

The stems and bulbs from 50-60 leaves of wild garlic 
200ml cider vinegar 
■Atbsp caster sugar 
ltsp salt 

15 black peppercorns 
‘Atsp fennel seeds 

At least a couple of days before, but preferably a week, make 
the pickled ramsons. Bring the vinegar, sugar, salt, peppercorns 
and fennel seeds to the boil, then leave to cool. Pack the stems 
into a sterilised preserving jar or plastic container and pour the 
vinegar mixture over. 

Wrap the beef in clingfilm and twist the ends until it has be¬ 
come a tight tubular shape. Place it in the freezer for about an 
hour to firm it up, but don't let it freeze. Remove the clingfilm 
and with a razor-sharp carving knife, slice the beef as thinly as 
possible and lay each slice on to a large sheet of clingfilm. 

Cover this with another layer of clingfilm and with your hand 
or a rolling pin, carefully flatten the meat so it becomes as thin 
as possible. Lay the slices on to large plates, so that the serving 
area of the plate is completely covered. Cover with clingfilm 
and store in the fridge until required. 

To serve, season the beef with a couple of turns of freshly 
milled black pepper and with sea salt. Drizzle on a little rapeseed 
oil and finally scatter on the pickled ramsons and cheese. 
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University production of Greek tragedy is a triumph 


Students bring classics to the masses 



A DAPTING, producing, directing 
and starring in a sell-out West End 
run of a two-thousand year old 
Greek tragedy sounds like a job for the pro¬ 
fessionals - but bringing the work of Eu¬ 
ripides to a modern audience has been all 
in a term’s work for a hardy band of Uni¬ 
versity College London students who are 
now set to take a stunning production on 
tour to the British Museum and Athens. 

Run by the university’s department of Greek 
and Latin - consistently ranked among the best 
in the country - UCL’s classical play is a tradition 
of almost 30 years and has become an institution 
in the academic world. Working in their own 
time, students stage a production of an Ancient 
Greek play in English at the famous Bloomsbury 
Theatre, handling all aspects of production - 
from acting and directing to lighting and make¬ 
up. 

Since 1987 UCL has taken ancient drama from 
the page to the stage, providing an important ed¬ 
ucational resource for generations of school 
pupils and launching careers in the performing 
arts for many of those involved - Tim Rice-Oxley 
of platinum-selling rock band Keane provided 
the music for the 1997 incarnation. 

World leading academics 

Students and staff also come together to pro¬ 
vide a comprehensive programme of educational 
resources and public lectures to accompany their 
production - including discussion panels and spe¬ 
cial talks featuring world-leading academics 
from London universities for the hundreds of 
pupils and teachers from around the country who 
take in the UCL Greek Play as part of GCSE and 
A-Level study. 

2014 saw the broad, bawdy burlesque of the

comic poet Aristophanes capture the imagination 
of theatre-goers (and Boris Johnson, who hosted 
an extra performance for schoolchildren at City 
Hall), but last month’s sell-out run of Euripides’ 
Bacchae saw students return to tragedy with a 
modern take on bloody, ritualistic tragedy pitting 
savagery and raw sensuality against civilisation 
and rationality that proved especially popular 
with the thousands of people who flocked to see 
five performances over three days between Feb¬ 
ruary 10th and 12th. 

The play sees Dionysus, the Greek god of wine, 
ritual madness and fertility, seek revenge against 
Pentheus, King of the city of Thebes - who, in 
typically Greek and bloody fashion, is murdered 
by his own mother. 

Enormous success 

Directed by second-year English student Emily 
Louizou, a Greek native, the production was 
lauded as “mesmeric” and “brilliant” in the press 
and has been hailed as an “enormous success” by 
senior academics at the college. 

Professor Gesine Manuwald, Head of Greek 
and Latin, paid tribute to “a professional perform¬ 
ance attended by record audiences”. 

She said: “The UCL Greek play has been an in¬ 
stitution in the capital’s cultural calendar for over 
30 years and is a great way of bringing literature 
and themes from the classical world to a broad 
audience, including school groups and interested 
members of the general public.” 

“It is so much more fun to experience a Greek 
tragedy by watching it rather than by reading the 
words on the page, which cannot really do justice 
to the impact of a dramatic production. Since this 
year’s team had chosen a timeless staging and 
highlighted the key questions about human be¬ 
haviour inherent in the tragedy, even a play about 
‘Bacchae’ felt very relevant to all who watched 
it.” 

Leading man Adam Woolley, a second year 
classicist, agreed, saying: “Performing in an an¬ 
cient tragedy is so helpful to someone academi¬ 
cally studying the classics.” 

“I think the fact that our Greek play has become 
an annual traditional is a useful way for UCL to 
keep in touch with schools, making it easier for 
the keen kids who have their hearts set on classics 
to get their first flavour of university life. Perhaps 
it’s also the first taste some of them get in ancient 
theatre in performance - it’s our responsibility to 


fire their interest if there is any hope of them 
splashing their cash on West End and provincial 
runs of ancient works in future!”. 

Though the boards of the Bloomsbury are free 
from the incest, murder and tragic twists of Greek 
drama until next year, the massive success of the 
Bacchae has not yet peaked. 

After a flood of positive reviews and record 
ticket sales, the production will be revived not 
only in the hallowed halls of the British Museum 
in July, but also at the International Festival of 
Ancient Drama in Messene, Greece, in April - no 
mean feat for a bunch of stressed students work¬ 
ing around degree commitments.

wrong decisions. 

It’s time the game gave 
match officials the help 
they so desperately need. 

“It’s fine lines and 
momentum always 
changes with goals. 
When you are fighting 
for every point like we 
are, you have to grab 
hold of anything you can 
get. When you don’t get 
what you need and you 
end up losing the game, 


that’s very frustrating. 

“But we can’t really 
dwell on that. The 
incident’s gone and we 
have to move on from 
it,” Ramsey added. 

“We had chances and 
we really need to be 
capitalising on those 
situations if we’re going 
to get out of trouble.” 

Charlie Austin saved a 
certain goal when he 
popped up in his own 
six-yard box to clear one 
Spurs effort off the line. 
But R’s top scorer ought 
to have extended his goal 
tally to 16 instead of 
thumping his rising left- 
foot shot against the 
underside of the bar in 
the first half. 

“We also weren’t 
happy with the goals we 
conceded. We’ll be back 
in on Monday to analyse 
the situation,” said 
Ramsey. 

No-one could question 
the attitude of the R’s 
players and Ramsey 
admitted: “I keep saying 
it every week, but if you 
are a football person you 
would have seen that the 
players did apply 
themselves very well. 
When you are playing 
any top team in the 
Premier League, you 
need that bit of good 
fortune to go your way at 
times.”

Quick to defend 

Ramsey doesn’t rebuke 
his players publically and 
was quick to defend his 
36-year-old centre-back. 

“I think Rio has applied 
himself well and I was 
very pleased with the way 
he played. In the position 
we’re in, when goals go in 
there are always going to 
be people that get the 
blame, or people who are 
looked at more than 
others. 

“For Rio to be the age

J OSE Mourinho puffed out his 
cheeks, quickly followed by a huge 
sigh of relief as the final whistle went 
at Upton Park. 

It signalled that three vital points were heading 
across London to SW6 after Chelsea’s 1-0 win at West 
Ham on Wednesday of last week. 

That Eden Hazard close-range header ensured the 
Blues remain five points clear at the top of the pile, 
ahead of Manchester City with a game in hand. 

With 10 league games to go, many pundits have 
already crowned Chelsea kings. At Wembley last 
week, after Chelsea's 2-0 Capital One Cup final 
victory over Spurs, one venerable sage from a national 
broadsheet told me that the Blues had effectively won 
two titles that day. 

He was, of course, also referring to Man City’s 
earlier defeat at Liverpool, which he felt made Chelsea 
unassailable at the top of the Premier League. 

But a closer inspection of the fixtures will show

plenty of potential banana skins to be hurdled before 
any such coronation can take place. 

Chelsea have to face Manchester United at home and 
Arsenal away. For those games one would anticipate 
that Chelsea will perform close to their maximum but 
a short trip to QPR is never a stroll in the park at the 
best of times - and that’s one match that could prove 
problematic. 

They also have to go to stragglers Hull City and 
Leicester City and have tricky home matches against 
Southampton and Stoke City. 

Chelsea will hope to extend the points gap over Man 
City to eight when they play their catch-up match at 
bottom-placed Leicester on April 29. If everything 
goes to plan, Mourinho will be looking to have 
achieved enough points to be league champions by 
May 9.

By winning the 
title at that point, he will be able to focus all his player 
resources on those semi-final matches and, hopefully, 
the final. 

While Mourinho professes to ‘just take one game at 
a time’, he will have worked out, to within a few 
points, just where his side should be at any given stage 
of the season. As the season pans out, he has adjusted 
those estimates and, currently, it’s believed that he sees 
the Liverpool game as the title-winning match. 

If Chelsea do reach the European final in Berlin, 
Germany on June 6, let’s hope that club owner Roman 
Abramovich remembers to take a proper suit with him. 
At West Ham, he apparently wasn’t dressed in the

“Unacceptable” says Symons 


W ITH only one win in their last 11 
games, Fulham have gone from 
flirting with relegation to the point 
where they are now physically within 
touching distance of it. 

Whites'5-1 battering by Championship leaders 
Bournemouth at home last Friday has left them 
fourth from bottom, eight points clear of the 
drop zone. 

Manager Kit Symons admitted the manner of 
the defeat was not acceptable. 

Fulham were 3-0 down before substitute Matt 
Smith reduced the arrears with a goal on his 
home debut. 

Fernando Amorebieta was soon sent off for a 
trip before Bournemouth added two more goals 
to complete a comprehensive win. 

At times the visitors cut through Fulham's 
flimsy defence at will. Yes, they were up against 
arguably the best side in the division but they 
still made it far too easy for their opponents by 
defending so poorly. 

"They were a different level to us all over the 
pitch from start to finish," Symons said. "All I can 
put it down to is three games in a week against 
three topsides. 


"We managed to get ourselves up for the first 
two. Derby (won 2-0) was a very good 
performance and result. Watford (lost 1 -0) was a 
very good performance but we didn't quite get 
the result. We couldn't get going at all tonight. 
Physically, in every aspect, they looked a 
different level to us. It looked like a top-against- 
bottom clash and I'm bitterly unhappy with our 
performance all over the pitch. 

"Until we're mathematically safe we’ve just got 
to keep getting as many points as we can 
between now and the end of the season, it's as 
simple as that. 

SLIGHT CUSHION 

"No-one is under any illusions - just look at 
the table. There's a slight cushion but everyone 
is fully aware of where we are." 

Shortly after half-time sub Smith - who has 
been recalled from his loan spell with League 
One pacesetters Bristol City - gave Whites a 
glimmer of hope with a goal on his home debut 
to reduce the arrears to 3-1. But Fulham went 
down to 10 men when Amorebieta was sent off.

Sheffield Wednesday were the latest team to 
take three points off Blackpool thanks to their 
1 -0 win at Bloomfield Road and it's the Owls 
who host Fulham at Hillsborough this Saturday. 

Fulham return to Craven Cottage next 
Wednesday (March 18) to face fast-improving 
Leeds United, who are unbeaten in their last six 
games, having won four.

On Sunday, Chelsea take on Southampton in one of 
those potential banana skin games. It’s an early 
afternoon kick-off and the Blues will be hoping to go 
one better than the 1-1 draw achieved at St Mary’s at 
the end of December. The Saints are currently seventh, 
having flirted with the possibility of finishing in the 
top four for much of this campaign. 

One man who will get a rousing reception is Saints’ 
left-back Ryan Bertrand. The Southwark-born 
defender joined Southampton on loan from Chelsea 
before penning a permanent £10m deal in January. 

As the understudy to Ashley Cole, he was a tad hard 
down by when he was unable to cement the left-back 
berth at Stamford Bridge permanently after Cole’s 
contract expired and he left the club to join Roma. 
Ryan has the distinction of being the first player to 
make his Champions League bow in the final - the 
epic 2012 victory against Bayern Munich, which 
Chelsea won 4-3 on penalties after extra-time and is 
indelibly carved in Blues’ history. 

WHILE Chelsea’s first team are performing to 
expectations, their younger players have had mixed 
results of late. The development squads fall into 
three age groups - the U21s, U19s and U18s. 

The U21s have lost four on the spin and sit in fourth 
place. But with 21 points, they are only two adrift of 
leaders Manchester United. 

The U19s play in the UEFA Youth League and are 
doing well. They topped their group stage and 
dispatched Zenit St Petersburg 3-1 in the knockout 
stage. On Tuesday, they contested the quarter-final 
against Atletico Madrid. 

The U18s, who take part in the FA Youth Cup, will 
have to do well to overcome Spurs in the semi-final, 
second leg at Stamford Bridge next Wednesday 
(March 18). The north Londoners took a 2-0 lead in 
the first leg at White Hart Lane last Thursday but the 
Blues have a fine pedigree in this competition. In the 
past seven years Chelsea have reached five finals and
